'I'lie Doctor, from lii.s oarliuat boyhood, 
ev.tjceil great aptitude for tlio iirofesaion 
in which ho has spent the major part of 
his useful and active life, and in 1858, 
when but 15 years of ago, |)aased Buccess- 
fuUy his first oxaniinat ion at the Univor- 
of Bonne and cnHiniunceil tho practice of 
his profession as a mining enginoer in his 
native Goniiany, wliero lie louiaincd initil 
1802, ranking aa jiii olllcor of tho engin- 
eers of the army of tho Eatlieilinid. In 
'62 ho wont to Dutch India, whore he 
spent live years, iifturw.irds working in 
tho tin mines of Bangor, tho coal, dia- 
mond and gold minea of Borneo 
and the silver and copper mines of 
Siniiobar. Biiring tliia period of 
his liio ho ni.'uli; 11 geological aurvoy of 
lJ[ipi)r Guinea. Thence he went to Up- 
per Burmah, whero ho had chargo of all 
tho minea of "the count ry, being the lirat 
white man so employed, and the llrat 
white man to travel over the entire coun- 
try from end to end. During this time ho 
was engaged to open tito ruby mines of 
Media and Bliannii) as woll as the silver 
mines of the country. 

llis aervicca were recognized in a moot 
uiipleiiaant inaniiur by the Burmeao, who, 
for an alleged witchcraft, sentenced him 
to death by cruciSxion, and caused him to 
endure torture in a variety of the most 
Bendiuh stylos. Through tne interference 
of the then British ambassador, Col, Stadon, 



ho escaped with his life, and left Burinah 
under the protection of Col. Stadon, who 
afterwards presented liim to Lord Mayo, 
then viceroy of British liuliii, and ainco 
dead. Througli Lord Jiayo hu received 
an app. .iiitmont under Professor Oldham, 
,'tt that time chief of the geological i^urvey, 
and while ussociafcd with him hud tiie 
pleasure and houur ui witnessing and 
tjiking part in tlie festivities in honor of 
the Duke of Edinburgh, tho sailor pnuco, 
(Ui llis visit to India. After leaving Britah 
India tho doctor waa engaged iiiidur the 
Uliinese goveniiiient in Western China, 
being afterwards iippoiiilud chief ongitioor 
imd liavnig cluirgo of the coal mines of 
Southern .lupan, the lead and silver mines 
of Siituma and Sinnubar and the gold and 
copper nn'nes around Beaver Lake. At the 
time of his engapremoiit under tho .Tnpaii- 
uae government ho made a aurvoy from 
Osaka, in tho centre jiart of Japan, to 
the China aoa. In 1872 he left Japan iind 
C'lme to tlio United States whore hu liaa 
since reiiiaine<l, managing aome uf the 
largest mines west of chu Uockies, und 
acting as V. S. miniiifr ongmoor, assayer, 
etc. Receiving during the last three 
years many ciKiuiriea and samples of oro 
to be .-iMsayetl iiiul analyzed from Briliali 
CoUnnbi.i hu thougbt it stiaiigo that the 
people of tlii.s province slionld be com- 
pelled to aeiiil out of the country for in- 
rorinatioii in regard to its mineral wealth, 
and, locuiving liberal encouragement from 
the provincial autliorities, decided on 
coming to British Coluiubia and 
making the province his home. Ho will 
go at once to Vancouver and there open 
all oflico and traiiaact the business of a 
mining engineer, usaayer and surveyor. 
It ia to bo hoped that tho public will be- 
stow on him that amount of patronage 
wliicli his experience and abilities entitle 
liim to.

Uonclaiion of Ur. Blake's Address for Appel- 
lant—What Chief Justice Bltctale Deems 
Jnstlfleatton. 

Ottawa, Oct. 2-1. — In the supreme 
ourt this morning the Hon. .S. H. 131ako, 
Q. C, resumed argument in the libel ap- 
peal of Higgina r». Walkem. Ho cjui- 
inented on tho question raised aa to tho 
sufficiency of the charg^ of ' the chief jus- 
tice of British Columbia to tlie jury, and 
as to whether'there was ornotany misdirec- 
tion or non-direction. He thought no one 
ould (piarrel with the remarks of tho 
chief justice as to what constituted a libel. 
The chief justice infonned the jury that 
if tliey wore of tho opinion that a libel, 
utterly without foundation, and for which 
there was iio oc.'astou, had been publish- 
ed, substantial damages should be given. 
This was put as fairly as possible for the 
lefenilant. Ho auhmitted that in the 
charge uf the learned chief justice there 
was no miasdirectioii or iiondiroction. 
When the trial wtia over neither the de- 
fendant nor llis counsel asked the judge 
to chaise the jury in stronger terms, or 
claimed that it had not been developed to 
their satisfaction. In regard to the charge 
of inuendo to bo gathered from the com- 
ments of TilK CoLoM.sr, Mr. Blake gave 
the following illustration to sujiport his 
contentions that the inuendo was fully ap- 
parent.

iiidi.scretion and undiplomatic conduct 
made his presence in America 
asEiiglaiid'a representative imprjicticable. 
They complain that Lord ynckviUe, 
though certainly to be blamed for the 
iinwiae lettei- bo baa foolishly allowed 
liimsolf to write, waa ill-tie.ated by hia 
own ciiuntryiiian, and that the miniater's 
long diploinatto service entitled him to 
more careful and thoughtful treatment 
frmn hia own goveniment. 

The Edinburgh Scufsmuit (unionist), 
tho chief provincitd newspaper, in refer- 
ence to thu iiiciiloht, while moralizing 011 
tho wickediics.i of jieople who are de- 
siroua of Aniericaiiizing the British con- 
stitution, says: "It is absurd for Enjjland 
to show any roscntineiit in the matter.

There is now no Brit- 
ish minister at Washington. That oliico 
became vacant on the notification to Sack- 
ville that the President would have no 
further official communication with him.

Michael Herbert, re- 
cently mado second aectetary, will become 
acting-minister until Lord SackviUo's suc- 
cessor is appointed, or until Edward's re- 
turn. Herbert recently arrived here from 
Europe and is to be married to Miss Belle 
Wilson of New York. The bride will 
thus beconio head of tho legation house- 
hold in this city as long as Herbert is the 
acting-minister.

nasDciation in tho tlirooa of approaching 
lii.ssoiul ion. " Tile system in which such 
a .stato of liiiiiLj.s was ))oasiblo is irredeem- 
ably liail. !f the Treiisurer had been un- 
der i)idper au;>'.'rviaion, if tlioso to whom 
the oversight of the city's affairs had been 
entrusted had acted as common sense and 
common prudence dictated, they would 
Iiave known how the Treasurer neglected 
his business, and knowing it, it is impos- 
Bible to imagine any men so neglectful of 
their duty as not to insist upon an imniedi- 
,»to and thorough reform. To Muw tho 
TrenHurer to go on, month after nioutli, 
receiving; monies and not to have as 
niucii a.s the Hcratoh of a pen to sliow that 
tlu!y iiad l)oen left in his hands is such a 
reckles.s di.sroij'ard of all l)usine3s rules and 
precaution.s as to prove that themoiiguilty of 
itareuttet'ly unlit to occupy any positionof 
trust. If, when examined as closely as tho 
monoy transactions of the city, when so 
mixed up and confu8ed,couIdbe'exaihined 
not a single dollar was missing the inca- 
pacity and negligence cxliibited by the 
treasurer and tho oliicera to whom ho was 
rcapoiisilile, proved tiiat it would bo tho 
nlniost folly U) continue to keep tliem in 
ollice. lint when it ia seen that money is 
niiasiiii,' .111(1 that the same neglect, carc- 
loH.siK's.s and w.ant of ])unctuality are tlie 
cli.-uaclui isiics of thu whole linancial do- 
jiarlmunt of the city,tlie necoasity of call- 
ing to account all who are resiiousible, 
either directly or indirectly, for such a 
dangerous and disgraceful state of tilings 
appears aU the more urgent. The ropoi t 
ishowa that"8ub-culloctqrs have been al- 
lowed to hold coiisidorabld sums of tho 
city'.s money in their hands for indefinite 
jieriods. Thi.s i.s part of tlio same loose 
syHteiii that .fliould never liavo been por- 
mitlod. 'I'lie whole e.xLont of tho niisoliiof 
which ban beon caused by tiiis disorder ia 
not yi:t known. Tlie examination of the 
arroai'H of real estate tax, of insurance 
tax, of water rate and of tenders and oi li- 
er licenses is still incomplete. What dis- 
coveries are yet to be made and what new 
proofs of tho amazing carelessness in 
whicli the finances of the city have been 
wlministorod will be found it is impossible 
to conjecture, but from what wolmrealready 
aoen wo will not bo surprised at any reve- 
lations that may hereafter bo made. It 
may be aaid that the head of tho corpora- 
tion was ignorant of how tho late Treas- 
urer neglected liis duties. .4dmitting this 
Id he true, it is no excuse. It is his 
IpiiMiiiims to know how the work of tho 
corjioiation is carried on, and if ho re- 
mained igaonu)b ef'What lie would liave 
known by halfrhn-hbur's enquiry no valid 
excuse can bo offered for his not making 
that eiiquii-y. He was oleoced to guard 
the rights and tho interests of tho rate- 
payers, and if ho BufTerod tlioni to bo 
robbed wlioii, by using due diligence, lie 
could liavo saved them from loss, it is 
clear tlrnt he is to a very large extent re- 



sponsible for tho evils wliicli have been 
caused by the dishonesty, tho incapacity 
and the negligence of otlieials over whom 
lie had the oversight. There is no avoid- 
ing this conclusion. If the Mayor know 
of the way in which the business of the 
city was managed and did not take the 
steps plainly prescribed by tho law for 
the Treasurer's removal, he must bear tho 
blame of the misnianagemont which lie 
permitted; and if ho did not know of tlie 
stikte in which tho city's accounts wore he 
ought to have known, Tlie Report of tlie 
Auditors shows the necessity tliat tliere is 
for a tliorough reform of the oityts-Fiimu- 
cial department. The conclusion ^>which 
every intelligent reader -.oi^ the Report 
must come to is that it is more by good 
luck than good management that the city's 
losaos are not ten times as great as they 
are shown to bo by tho Auditors' Report. 

" aiVE HIM A SHOW." 

We trust that now a Police Superinten- 
dent has boon appointed tho corponitioii 
will invest him with tho power necessary 
to make tho force undor him lit for the 
work it lias to do. Tlie duties of a chief 
of police partakes more of tho nature of 
tlioso of a milil.ary than those of a civil 
olUoor, Ho reiiuirea from those undor 
him constant watchfulness and strict 
obedience. But unless the men know 
that he has power to enforce his authority 
his orders aro not likely to bo strictly 
obeyed. When the ])olicomaii to whom 
some unpleasant or dangerous duty is as- 
signed knows that his chief had nothing 
to do with his appuintinont, and cannot, 
in case of disobedience cause him to be 
(lisinisaed, he will be very apt to shirk his 
duty or make only a pretence of jier- 
formiiig it. If the .Superintendent ia tit 
for his <illice he ia la to t)e entrusted with 
sufficient jiower over tho men to make his 
authority respected. Then again as ho is, 
and ought to be held, responsible for tho 
manner in which the men do their duty, 
he ought to have an uiliut'iitial voice in 
tlie selection of llio men. N\'heii 
through alderinaiiic in'luonco incom- 
petent men are thrust upon him, 
the alderiiion whoso noniinoes tliey 
aie, and not tlio Wuperiiitendeiit, sliould 
be lieUl ros|ionsililo for the way in which 
lliey do their duty. I'lvery m-in admitted 
into the force, if not chosen iiy tlie Sujior- 
iiileiident, should bo aubject to his ap- 
jiroval. Complaints by him of their mis- 
c induct if proved on enquiiy should be 
siillicient to efi'ect their removal. In a 
small town like this a commissioner of po- 
lice is unnecessary, but' in order to have 
the force efficient and well under control 
tlie Suporinteiideiit .should possess much 
of the power exercised by a commissioner. 
To place him under the authority of a de- 
b.itiiig club such as thu Police Committee 
always is, without aiij' discretion as to 
how he shall act in important crises, is 
to dejirive him, if lie is the man he ought 
to be, of tho greater part of his useful- 
ness. It is fair tu presume that he 
uiidorstaiids his business a great deal bet- 
ter than tlie committee does, and it is, 
t .ereforo,best to let him have his way, and 
holdluni responsible for tesUlta. If he 
does well, all right; if he does b.adly, I hen 
the q»'5niittee can bring him to task. But 
he should be allowed a chance to show 
what ia in him and should not be dictaled 
lii by the aldermen at every turn .-uid un- 
der all circnmatjincea, Tlie one-man 
power is not always the best or the safest, 
but there are positions in which it is ne- 
cessary to place a great deal of power in 
the haiids of one man, and that of Chief 
of Police is one of these. We (rust that 
I he Corjjoration will bo wise enough to in- 
veat Su[)erintondciit Slieppard with sufli- 
cient authority to enable him to do his 
duty to the best of liia ability. As tho 
boys say, "Give him a show." 



DIS.MISSEI). 

Lord Sackville has been told by the 
( ioverniiieiit of the United States that he 
i;f not wanted any longer in Washington 
a-j the representative of Great Britain. 
.Secretary Bayard says wliat he means in 
> lie plainest way. He uses no euphonious 
;ilirases, riO polite official circumlocution, 
I le tells him that his continuance in his 
|iresorit ofticial situation near the Goveni- 
uieiit ia no longer acceptable, and although 
iie is not in the slightest danger, he, in 
compliance with cuatoin, sends liia lord- 
.■iliip a letter of safe conduct. Under 
other circumstances this suiiimary eviction 
u-ould be exceedingly irritating, for after 
.ill, Lord Sackville's od'cnce is not really 
of a very serious nature. i!ut the Uovorn- 
iiient and people of tho United Stjites are 
juat now abnormally sensitive. It would 
iie\'erdo for the President to tolerate tho 
interference of the Britisii Ambassador in 
t he election contest even when it is in his 
ow n behalf. The stump orators and the 
iblo editors of the other party would, if 
lu! overlooked Lord .Sackville'sj oflence, 
raise such a howl as wouhl make his re- 
election an impossibility. They must de- 
nonnco ISritish iiiterferencL', and they 
must deal with the imihller in the nioHt 
severe and summary way. As soon as the 
letter which Lord Sackville had been en- 
trapped into writing was published 
tho Democratic politici^ins demanded 
that his pasports be sent l.im and that 
ho bo roquoritud to leave tho seat of 
Government. The Republicans laughed 
at. their indignant zeal, and said all 
I 111! mischief had been done already. 
Tho very circuinstsnoe of Lord Saekvillo's 
writing the letter was sullieieiit to con- 
vince tho American nation tli.it I he lirit- 
ish felt the liveliest iiitereafc in liavinu 
Mr. Cleveland returned and that they 
were willing to do anything to liolji on liis 
electimi. Unfortunately, tliero ia still in 
tho United States a largo body of electors 
who hate (ireat Britan cordially and who 
would violently ojipose the' candidate 
wlioiij^they bel{^ye to bo favored by the 
IJritish. ' This- the Republicans know; 
this is why the letter was written; and 
this is why the American Government find 
it necoasary to show in the most ostenta- 
tious iiiniiner possible that tliey resent 
tlio interference of tho British ambassa- 
dor in the Pt'esidbntiiil 'ellibtion.

Tl'.oy "come as the winds coiiio wlien 
forests iiro rended, come as tlii- wiivea 
come when nuviea are Btnuidt'd, " and 
pach individual in the multitude scoins to 
have some distingniisliuig pcculiurity in 
his purpose or hia method of attaining it. 
liroadly, however, they may justly be 
classilied in five grand divisions — ped- 
dlers, beggai-a, thieves, swindlers and so- 
licitors of favors. The margins of these 
divisions are necessarily ill defined, for 
the reason that individual representatives 
of either are so apt temporarily, under 
the toniptiition of oifportunity, to niergo 
theinselvoa into the other cliisaeH. The 
ostensible pwldlera are, of course, by far 
the most imuieroug. There wore regis- 
tered at the marshal's oflice during the 
past year 1,513 new licenses isaued to 
tliia class of hawkers and 408 renewals, 
the former at $1 each and the latter 
. .' Wehi^-flve' cents. But- tl)o marshals say 
that there is a great deal of neglect to 
renew the licenses of inercIuuKUse ped- 
dlers, either because tliey drift away 
from the city or choose to run tlie risk of 
being lined $10 for peddling without a 
license ratlier tluiu pay twenty-five cents 
for its renewal. It is estimated that 
{ theto are;, not . lees than ajOOO of these 
; boskets carrying ^hawkers, besides whom 
thero are many who conceal their wares 
in their pockets. A bright little ludy 
who recently moved into an up town flat 
on the vest side was rc(iueste(l to "keep 
tab" on Iior invaders for five days, and 
at the end of tliat time re|Kirted: 

"Jf there are, as you wiy, (inly nlxiut 
S,006 petldlers infesting Kew York, tlien 
they must be badly distributed, ami I feci 
that I have bad more than my share, for 
no leta than thirty-seven have rung my 
boll this week. And such a variety of 
tilings they had! It would a.stonisli you. 
I had no idea of half tlio tilings being 
peddled that I knou- now are sold in tliis 
war in Mew York. Wliy, th(^y included 
cravats, sus])endere, shoe laces, cheap 
jeweh-y, sOap, rugs, matches, blacking, 
cheap candies, brushes, needles, tape, 
thread, buttons, garters, furniture polish, 
gas burners, plaster of paris thingmum- 
mies, a sure cure for corns and bunions, 
stationery, a catarrh remedy, felt slip- 
pers, banihot) wristlets, a lot more things 
that I neglected to put down, iind, would 
you believe it, liquore and lottery tickets? 
Nearly aU the peddlers looki il a.s if they 
wore Jews, but those vending the last 
two things I name were not. The liquors 
were sold by a stout, elderly, good hu- 
mored Irish WDiiKUi, who eun ieil quite a 
lot of little fiasks <it gin, whisky, and, I 
suppose, other li(iuorrf, tliniigli slio said 
those two were iiK.ist in demand among 
the ladit's whu bought from her. She 
had tliem in a basket, and said she had 
built up quite a good family trade, upon 
which she sui^ported her husband, who 
was disabled by rheumatism, and her 
two j-ounger cliildren. The lottery tick- 
ets were sold by a lame man, w)io 
seemed to be English, lie assured mo 
that ho sold a great many lucky tickets, 
and I would have a good chance to draw 
$300,000 if I bought a ticket for the next 
drawing, hut he couldn't persuade me. 
Then ho said that if I would like to try a 
little 'policy,' as a gi-eat many ladies did, 
on the dead quiet,' he would conic 
around whenever I wished, get my nuin- 
liers, make my plays and fetch my 
money to me. Of course I didn't. I 
am not such a fool. 

"The next numerous class were the 
beggars. In some way, heaven and they 
only knew how — the janitor says ho 
doesn't — nine.l.-en of them, men and wo- 
men, old any young, got up to my cloor 
in those tive days. I began hy giving a 
few pennies to nearly every one tliat 
came; they loul;ed so miiorable that I 
couldn't help it; Imt one thing liai)i)encd 
that rather hardened my heart on tile 
second day. An awfully ragt;eil young 
fellow said ho was starving, and really 
looked aa if ho was. I thought the 
quickest way to help him ■would 1x3 to 
give him a good big ham sandwich, .so I 
told him to wait at the o[)en door while I 
stepped into the kitchen and got it for 
him, anil lie seemed very grateful. I 
was bad: with it in a few nionients, and 
he, tliauking me eliusively, turned away 
toward tlio stairs. Just as he did so I 
naught a bright metallic gimm at the 
back of his neck, and it /lashed on me at 
once that that was the silver head of 
Jack's Sunday c.-iiie that had been in the 
stand inside the private liall near the 
door. On (Jie imfiulse of the nionient I 
sprang forward ami clutched it. Sure 
enough it was. I hauled it out from 
under the tramp's coat, where he had 
poked it U13, and took it into the kitchen 
to wash it, while he plunged down stuirs 
without eitlier of us .saying a word. 

"Another tramp, a great liig fellow, 
with a nmst villainoiiscounleiiance, wli(;n 
I told him I had not hiii.g fi ir liim, said ho 
would come in ami sei;, and liogan to 
force his way in. 1 was frightened, for 
I was all alone, but did not let hini see 
that I was. I just called out lia loud as 
I could, -.lack, come liere,' quick!' and 
that big tramp made such a scmnible and 
tumble in getting down stairs that I 
could not hel|) laughing. Tiiere w ;us a 
woman, rather decently dressed, who 
wantetl ten cents to help Iier get home to 
her sick husband in Cohoes. and she was 
BO ashamed of having to ask charity, but 
her pocket liad been picked of all the lit- 
tle money she had. I gave it to her, and 
Jack said when I tcitf liim that I wa.s a 
little fool, for the game dale-d as far back 
aa tlie time when there was a horse ferry 
to Brooklyn at least. 

"Alwut tliis entry on niy list — 'man 
with pup' — I was doubtful whether lie 
ought to go down among the peddlers or 
the beggars, so I've left him standing 
alone. lie came uj) with a fat, 
blinking, funny looking little pup 
ill his hands, and asked me if I 
didn't want to buy a Newfoundland 
dog. I s;iid that 1 diiin't; that I never 
cared much for Newfoinidiands, and 
thought St. Bernards wi^re over so much 
nicer, 'Why,' Siud he, 'that's what this 
pup is. My poor licad is so bad over 
• since I had the fever that I can't remem- 
ber names; hut now yon mentions it, it 
comes back to me (hat that's the name; 
he's a St. Bernard.' I saw (he fidlow 
fvan a frauil, and jnsi to draw him out I 
Baid: 'Oh, how nice. That is the sort 
of dog that takes such good care of sheep 
in 8':otlaiiil, isn't itV And he siiid it 
was, the very kind. I told him I was 
Borry, but I had no sheep, and thought I 
woult! wait until I liad them before buy- 
ing a dog.— Ni.w York Bun."

I cimio across a (|ueor old llshmonger at 
Quincy market, the other, day, who liud 
for sale a most ciu ious variety of oll.s ob- 
tained from llniiy inhabitants of tlie deep, 
moat of which I Imil never heard of in my 
life before. Ho kept them on a long shelf, 
In a row of enormous glass bottles. Of 
tho contents of many of them, he said, 
apothecaries bought large quantities for 
medicinal purposes. In No. 1, lio ex 
plained, was porpoise oil, derived from tlio 
jawbone of that interesting animal, wliicli 
for lubricating watch machinery is nn 
equaled. Tlio big suiifisli of the sea sup 
plies an oil— exhibited in jar No. 3— that 
is highly recommended for rlieuiiiatic pa- 
tients, and In tlic treatment of tliis com- 
plaint is also employed — see jur No. ii — 
the oil obtained from the fat that lies be 
neath tho tiu-tle's upper sbeU. The oi\i> 
tried out from the entrails of eida and 
pickerel are frequently prescribed, so the 
vender of fish deolarecl, tor deafness. Hhe 
skins of eels, by the way, are a sovereign 
curej^oir, cramps if tted around tlie waist. 
Mors cibdiii half of the big bottles wore 
filled witK'oodiliver oil. Of this the pro- 
duction is, of course,. far greater than that 
of all t&o rest combined. 

The process of refining it, I am told, is 
quite elaborate. To this — ^by for tho 
greatest fish market In the United States 
— many inlUions of livers are brought 
every season by salty trawlers, who sell 
them at the docks to nianufacturei-.s' 
agents.

Tliis 
cod liver oil, of the liest quality, can be 
obtained from the iiiaiinl'aeturer by any 
one who cares to iiriiig his own receptacle 
at If 1.2-3 per gallon, .-\potliecaries charge 
about this per ipiart. Among the rare.st 
sf tlie lisli products exhibiti.'ii hy the ohl 
niitrket man was melon oil — so called lie 
c«use it luus the fragrance of the nui.sk 
melon. It Is a secretion in the nose ut a 
pilot, whale, and is the best lubrieani 
known — short of porpoise oil — for delicaii 
machinery. Its congealing point ia so 
low tli.'it it reinniiis liquid with the tlier 
niometer at xero. Another curious oil. 
which Is so susceptible to cokl that if 
placed In a temperature where ice melts 
It will freeze, is extracted fr9m tho fat at 
tSiu base of the forelegs of the Indus river 
crocodile. It is a famous leather dressing.

LITTLK SOLDIERS. 

The Military Drill as Taught In Our Pnljllc 
School Very Neceasary-Atltletle Train* 
hig for thi» Iilttlft People. 

Yesterday afternoon a Colonist repre- 
sentative paid a visit to tho Central school 
for tho ])urpose of seeing tho regulation 
company drill of the Ciuiadian militia gone 
through with by thu boys of tho school. 
He found of the si.N. acres composing tho 
scluiol grounds, only one sufficiently lovel 
to be suitable for drill or recreation, if the 
usual games that delight the heart of the 
schoolboy — cricket, banobalt, etc. — aro in- 
duli^ed ill. But ;i small amount of niouoy, 
judiciously expended, would be sullicient 
to put the j;rounds in suitable condition, 
.anil would bo money well sjient. 

The drill has been a part of the course 
of study for the majority of the achoLirs 
attending the central school for several 
months. Master Ctunner Cornish of "C" 
liattery, K.O. A., acting as instructor fur 
the lioys four times a week, and for the 
girls twice a week. The boys when the 
weather is at all favorable, turn out for 
drill .'iOO strong on the school grounds, 
tho little army consisting of six classes, 
thoir ages ranging from 8 to 10 years. 
On rainy days tho first-class drill shod rc- 
centh ..aected a short distance from the 
.school is taken possession of and the drill 
proceeds without- iiiterrui>tioii. The fifth 
class of boys, iSliss Todd in charge, in ad- 
dition to the drill, have Indian club exer- 
cise eecli day in the class-room, theii* 
teacher having jiri'pared herself espiecially 
for this braucii of athletic education in 
ISan Francisco. Tho class, consisting of 
about fifty, have now mastered 21) dillicult 
motions, which are porforniod ipiickly, 
neatly and in good time. Prob.ably tliore 
is no branch of their school work that they 
enjoy belter than the instruction in the 
club swinging. 

The calcstlienic exercises for the gii'ls 
have been abandonod in tho central 
school and their drill is now the same as 
th.atof the boys. Maator-Gunnor Cornish 
being in couiniand two days each week to 
give instructions in ui.arching and the uU'- 
mentaiy inilit.iry evolutions. Considei- 
ini; the shi n t iiess of the time which t lieii 
iiiBtructni- has hiid to work in, both boys 
and girls liavu become romarkaldy ([uick 
and accurate in their drill, and it is to be 
regretted that it is not embraced in the 
regular curriculum. Since it has been 
taULjht at the school, the instructor 
liiiii been |iaid by the voluntary coiitribu- 
tituis of the .scholars, who are developinij 
remarkable aptitude for tho work. Now 
the funds having become exhausted it is 
probable the dnll will be abandoned un- 
less tho city luakoa some provisiim to sup- 
jily an instructor. The military training 
of tlie boys of any country is an inijior- 
tant factor in its policy, as it places theiii 
ill a position which would enable them to 
defend their homes far more successfully, 
if, when they have become men, invasion 
should threaten thoir native land. Tho 
(iermans have recognized this, hence tho 
military greatness of tho "Fatherland." 
The military drill also gives the lirm stop, 
the easj', graceful walk aud the erect car- 
riage, which it should hi; the pride of 
ovcryone to attain. Sjilendid athletic 
training for both boys aud girls, the drill 
should bo a feature of school education. 
The pujiils of the Central aro now re- 
markably }irolicient and the study should 
not be .ailowed to droii. 

The b'vys .attending the Corrig scliiiol 
were out for drill on Beacon llitl yester- 
day afternoon in charge of an instructor 
from "C" Battery. They did their work 
very creditably and presented a vety sol- 
dierly appearance.
